Harrisburg, April 13 (ZP)—Literally 
millions of legal-sized fish will be 
lurking 
in 
Pennsylvania 
streams 
next Monday when another trout 
season officially opens throughout 
the Commonwealth. 
Tile State Fish Commission re­ 
ported today that nearly 1,092.000 
brook, rainbow, and brown trout 
were placed in state streams this 
spring. 
In addition, another 250,000 were 
put in the streams last fall, after 
the 1945 season closed. Added to 
this new stock will be thousands 
of trout that have grown to legal 
size since last year. 
Charles A. French, State Fish 
Commissioner, said he looked for 
the largest turnout of sportsmen in 
history to invade the trout streams 
this year. 
.Servicemen Back Now 
“Many sportsmen who w'ere in 
service during recent years are back," 
said French, “in addition to thou­ 
sands who could not get away from 
essential industries in recent years 
0 to enjoy their favorite sport. They 
will all be out full force on Mon­ 
day, if the weather Is favorable.” 
Tile commission fixed the follow­ 
ing regulations for the trout fisher­ 
men: 
The season officially opens at 5 
a. rn., Monday, April 15, and extends 
through July 31. 
Legal-size 
trout are

measuring six inches or more and 
all under that size must be re­ 
turned to the streams. 
Tile daily creel Is limited to IO 
trout. 
The commission said trout streams 
are in excellent condition at the 
present time and unless a severe 
storm develops over the week-end 
the opening day should be ideal for 
all anglers.

tial substitute for sugar — a tasty 
sirup made from sugar beets grown 
fin the home garden. 
Readers who have not yet w rit­ 
ten the editor for their free copies 
of this timely inform ation pre urged 
to do so at once. .Soil should be 
prepared immediately’ and seed or- 
i dered for planting within the next 
three weeks. A 3-eent stam p with 
nam e and address will bring a copy 
i by return mail.
